I  have  checked  our  files  "with  respect  to 
Mr.  Schneider's  lithograph  or  rather  etching  which  you 
mention  in  your  letter.  You  do  not  state  -whether  you 
have  the  smooth  face  study  or  the  bearded  study  as 
Schneider,  Otto  J.  is  his  complete  name,  made  one  of 
each.  Schneider  vas  a  Chicago  man  and  made  the  smooth 
face  etching,  as  -will  he  revealed  by  the  attached 
clipping,  from  a  Daguerreotype  in  the  Barrett  Collec- 
tion. The  bearded  Lincoln  vas  made  by  Schneider  from 
a  photograph  known  as  the  Gettysburg  portrait. 

I  think  it  may  be  possible  that  Mr.  Schneider 
is  iill  living  although  ve  do  not  seem  to  have  his  address. 
Let  me  know  whether  you  have  the  bearded  or  the  smooth  face 
etching  and  probably  I  can  tell  you  a  little  more  about  it.

Dear  Dr.  Warren: 

In  answer  to  your  attached  letter,  I  want  to  say  that  the 
picture  I  have,  by  Otto  J.  Snyder,  is  the  one  that  is  bearded. 

We've  had  a  number  of  people  look  at  it;  and  in  the  esti- 
mation of  all  of  them,  it's  the  most  beautiful  picture  that  they 
have  ever  seen  of  Mr.  Lincoln.   Somehow  or  other,  I  agree  with 
them;  and  for  that  reason,  I'm  wondering  just  what  is  its  back- 
ground . 

I  purchased  the  picture  from  a  Mr.  Rushmore,  who  is  a  mill- 
ionaire residing  in  Union  County,  N.  J.,  and  who  has  become  quite 
eccentric  in  his  declining  years.  At  the  time  this  picture  was 
purchased,  I  bought  another  one  which,  on  one  side,  has  a  very 
fine  steel  engraving  of  approximately  24x28.   The  story  that  he 
gave  us  was  that  the  engraver  became  disgusted  because  he  could 
not  dispose  of  same.   So,  he  made  a  copy;  and  he  took  his  engrav- 
ing tool  and  slashed  it  back  and  forth.   The  slashed  picture  is 
on  the  reverse  side,  and  it  is  heavily  framed.   There's  something 
almost  sinister  abou.  it,  and  I'm  wondering  if  you  ever  heard 
anything  about  this  one. 

I  paid  Mr.  Rushmore  approximately  ^100  for  the  pictures; 
and  to  me,  the  Snyder  picture  is  something  that  I  value  most 
highly  of  all  my  collection  of  about  700  different  pictures  of 
Mr.  Lincoln. 

We  trust  that  you've  received  the  books,  clippings,  and 
pamphlets  sent  you  of  late.   This  will  continue  as  I  pick  them 
up.
